For by raising j 
a moderate crop, at less expense and J 
labor, we get a larger price than by j 
raising a large crop at higher cost and 
with more labor. 
Yet I could name j 
three pf four years during which the 
farmer has ignored this simple prin- : 
ciple and invited disaster by putting 
in more cotton than he could even cul­ 
tivate. 
A reduction of the cotton acreage : 
without using the land thus reduced 
to produce feed stuffs will, however, 
be suicidal folly. 
The southern states 
can produce practically 
every 
item 
needed for the support of man and 
beast. 
Yet year after year the ma­ 
jority of farmers have continued sin­ 
gle-shooting on cotton and paying oth­ 
er section, for meat and bread out of 
the profit* on the white staple. 
This 
procedure means starting out 
each 
year by giving a needless promissory 
note against the revenues from the 
south’s greatest producer of Income. 
We have had hard times 
In 
this 
country and section before, and there 
I* no guarantee against their return. 
The south can absolutely erect a bar­ 
rier against the effects of panics by 
restricting the cottton acreage so that 
it will produce only what can be sold 
profitably, and then producing on its 
own 
farms all 
the food needed on 
southern tables and In southern sta­ 
bles. 
W e have piled up prosperity in the 
past few years and cancelled a large 
part of the indebtedness that once 
strangled the development of the farm­ 
er. 
Cotton reduction aud diversifica­ 
tion in 1912 will continue that bene­ 
ficial process. 
Bumper cotton yields 
and buying food of other sections will 
paralyze the very sources of prosper­ 
ity, aud leave our people wholly un­ 
protected 
from 
the ravages of any 
financial storm that may sweep the 
nation. 
The farm er must decide his own 
fate in this connection, and if his de­ 
cision is a short-sighted or faulty one,

Probably the reason for this 
is that 
many merchants of this type never 
studied advertising enough to realize 
its possibilities.

women. White Japanese .toweling with 
blue figures or blue with white fig- 
Solid ur€s is bought in a roll of ten yards. 
Each roll is cut into five strips and 
the ends hemstitched, with initials 
facing the hem at each end. 
The runners cross one another on 
the table, and are arranged so each 
guest has an end under the plate, 
cup and bread and butter plate. With 
four at the table two runners are 
used, crossing at right angles; with 
six, two strips are used across the 
table and two lengthwise. 
This toweling can be bought at any 
.Japanese importer’s and is inexpen­ 
sive. 
Sometimes an extra roll Is used 
and square napkins to match the run­ 
ners are hemstitched. This makes an 
unusual luncheon outfit. 


Chocolate Macaroons. 
/One ounce of grated chocolate, one 
tablespoonful of rice flour, a quar­ 
ter of a pound of ground almonds, 
half a pound of sugar, three whites 
of eggs, half a teaspoonful of shred- 
in ded almonds.

For 
this reason it is impossible to drive 
him in the country, and his owner is 
even obliged to stable him in a build­ 
ing remote from sight and sound of 
the cowyard.

Southern 
Farm er 
H as 
Devoted 
So 
Much Attenion to Cotton T h at 
Supplies Are Neglected. 


The southern farm er has run along 
for years trying to raise cotton and 
at the sam e tim e neglecting the little 
things around the farm. Each succeed­ 
ing year was followed by m ore cotton 
and less of the necessaries of life, and 
at last the cotton farm er wakes up 
bankrupted, 
without 
supplies, 
an 
empty barn and w ithout the m eans of 
y^nsifemTffcffk says a w riter In the Co- 
■ Operator. 
T housands cannot obtain 
supplies In order to make another cot­ 
ton crop. 
Cotton is so low In price, 
and provisions refused in many in­ 
stances to finance another cotton crop. 
or, in other 
words, to furnish 
the 
farm er to m ake the crop because they 
know that the farm er will be unable 
to m eet his obligations in the fall. 
The cotton farm er as a rule has 
neglected 
the 
cows, 
the 
pigs, the 
chickens, the corn, the hay and all 
kinds of feed stuff, when these consti­ 
tute the foundation of every success­ 
ful farmer. 
And out of these small 
things is where the farmer m ust make 
his profits. 
And 
out of 
the small 
things raised on the farm m ust come 
the farm er's living. 
The farm er that undertakes to raise 
cotton and 
buy 
his 
provisions, his 
corn, his hay and all kinds of feed 
stuff, has always failed, and always 
will fail, because there is no profit in 
cotton. 
It costs too much to raise it 
and every farm er who has tried the 
one crop has failed. 
The m ost suc­ 
cessful farm ers in the south are those 
that look after the little things. 
And 
their first thought is to raise every­ 
thing they need at home, 
W hereever 
you find a term er that has bis cows, 
his hogs, his chickens, and his burn 
well filled with grain and feed stuff, 
you will fi.<d a farm er that does not 
have to give a m ortgage to obtain any- 
f thing he wents, and you 'will find one 
that is fairly successful. 
Cotton has always been the bane 
of the south, and always will be un­ 
less the southern farm ers turn over a 
nqw leaf Mid geQdown to the founda­ 
tion of true farming, then the com mis­ 
sary of the farm er will be on the 
farm, where is ought to be, and not in 
the city, as it is today. 
This is a 
good tim e for the southern farm er to 
start on th e work of reform ation and 
reverse the old order of things, 
it 
can be done only by seeking after the 
little things and making the cotton 
crop a secondary proposition. 


Exchanges Not All Good. 


There is no doubt many of the farm­ 
ers’ co-operative associations are open 
to criticism, and there is abundant 
room for improvement in methods and 
results. 
But we farmers have got to 
learn to pull together, not only for our 
own benefit, but for the benefit of the 
consumers as well.

MUCH ADVICE GI .EN FARMER 


Though Agriculturist is Target for 
Muoh Instruction He Must Solve 
Hie Own Problems. 


To. the Officers and Members of the 
Farmers* Union: The American farm­ 
er is the most advised man in civili­ 
sation. 
From the president of the 
country, right on down the line to the 
Tillage constable, they all take a shot 
at the farmer’s woes and oiler him, 
absolutely free, ways to cure them. 
Whenever the “uplifters” have noth­ 
ing else to dp, they tackle the “rural 
problem” and solve it while you wait 
—to their own satisfaction at least. 
Now the farmer, like every other 
man, ought to be glad to and general­ 
ly Is glad to accept qualified advice 
from qualified sources. 
But he would 
no more think of telling college presi­ 
dents or bankers how to run their in­ 
stitutions than he would of trying to 
teach a captain how to navigate his 
ship. Advice to the farmer, therefore, 
to be effective, must not only be dis­ 
interested, but must be competent. 
Above all, the farmer needs to beware 
of the sort of advice peddled by the 
average politician. It isn’t accurate in 
the first place, and it isn’t disinterest­ 
ed In the second. 
By this I do not mean to say that 
the farmer has not plenty of sincere 
counsellors and earnest friends at his 
command. 
He has. 
But being in the 
advice business m yself I am telling 
him he had better look sharp at the 
doctor before he has the prescription 
filled. 
As I have em phasized a dozen time, 
the successful solution of the farm ers’ 
problems depends, not upon any out­ 
side source, but upon himself. 
No pal- 
itician, no college president, no scient­ 
ist, no banker, no lawyer, can wave 
away his troubles for him. 
He m ust 
face them and by his own brain and 
muscle m aster every question and ob­ 
stacle that arises in his pathway. 
With all his boasted -independence” 
the farm er has been a powerful cus­ 
tomer to lean on the other fellow. 
He 
must learn to lean on himself, w heth­ 
er In Individual farming or In his or­ 
ganization movement. 
He 
m ust do 
more thinking for himself and accept 
fewer statem ents from his many ad­ 
vising friends—until he 
has 
tested 
them thoroughly by the gauge of his 
common sense.

MAKE THE HOME ATTRACTIVE 


Farm e r P o sse sse s the Greatest O p po r­ 
tunity of All for Good L a n d ­ 
scape Gardening. 


There is no place like home, and the 
country home is the best home of all. 
We should paint the dwelling, barns, 
outhouses; 
plant shade trees, some 
shrubs, flowers and vines, and there­ 
by add IOO per cent, to the looks of the 
place. 
The total cost of beautifying 
the home will be very little, and just 
think of the beauty and attractiveness 
for 365 days every year. 
The farm ers possess the greatest op­ 
portunity of all for good landscape 
gardening. 
N ature often gives 
the 
country home all of the main essen­ 
tials of landscape beauty. 
The beau­ 
tifying of the place can generally be 
accomplished without elaborate plans 
and large expense. 
Practically every 
farm may be made a thing of beauty 
with no greater expense than a little 
labor now and then by the m em bers 
of tile family. 
One of the first essentials is to se­ 
cure a beautiful lawn iii front of the 
home. 
The grasses best adapted to 
the soil and climate should be used 
in making the lawn. 
It is desirable to use a row of shade 
trees along the road and also along 
the driveways of the home grounds. A 
number of trees may be planted near 
the house to furnish 
the 
necessary 
shade to hot, sunny porches or south 
window*. 
Shrubs should generally be rjiassed 
about the borders of the home grounds 
and in the rear. 
Vines m ay be used to good advan­ 
tage over the porches to keep out the 
hot sun or to screen unsightly objects. 
We m ay use fruit and nut trees for 
the shade trees on the driveways and 
in the lawn and barnyard. 


BOYS TEACH THEIR FATHERS 


Unexpected R esults Secured 
by 
O r ­ 
ganization of B e y s ’ C lu b s Cause 
Spread of Idea. 


Prof. J. Phil Campbell of the Georgia 
State university, originated the idea of 
improving fanning in that state by the 
education of the boys through corn 
clubs. 
One or ttfo clubs were at first or­ 
ganized and during a few' months met 
with skepticism ; but the unexpected 
yields secured by 
members 
of these 
clubs carried conviction to their ef­ 
fectiveness, and 
the 
organization of 
the boys began to 
spread over the 
state. 
In practically every county in 
the state there Is now a corn club, 
and a movement has been begun for 
the organization of cotton 
clubs 
to 
teach the more 
Intelligent 
methods 
of cultivating cotton. 
Through these 
agricultural 
clubs 
the boys are learning and are demon­ 
strating tp their fathers how 
several 
bushels can be added to the yield 
of 
every acre in the state. 
Within one 
year they have increased 
the 
yield 
r f corn in Georgia by 
two bushels 
an acre or 8,000,000 bushels in all.

In fact, all an­ 
cient history is little more than the 
story of the few combining for power 
and wealth against the many, 
and

of 
today 
means.
